In all schools with the exception of five, students 
were addressed in separate classes. This necessitated 
most visits covering from two to eight days in order that 
all the students in the grades assigned to hear the lecture 
might be contacted. For example, Mr. Lewis spent eight 
days in Newark’s Weequaic High School speaking to 
33 classes, while Mr. Smith lectured in Morristown 
High School to 31 classes over a five day period.

“| HATE IT” 


Frank Hanley, while Governor of Indiana wrote, 
“I bear no malice toward those engaged in the liquor 
business, but I hate the business.” 





As he continued his article Mr. Hanley explained, 
“T hate it for its intolerance. I hate it for its arrogance 
— its hypocrisy — graft — greed and avarice.” 

The ex-governor also referred to the mental ruin 
it imposes upon its victims, the homes it destroys, the 
hearts it breaks, and the grief it causes womanhood. 

We agree with Mr. Hanley. The liquor business 
deserves the contempt of all who would see men free 
from the slavery alcohol imposes upon its victims. But 
that is not why this editor has committed himself to the 
seemingly thankless task of ensponsoring the temperance 
ministry. 

Nowhere in the Scriptures do we find men called 
to God's service because they hate something or some- 
body. Such is not His way. 

Dictators, who like to consider themselves instru- 
ments of a divine cause, will rally others to themselves 
using hatred and persecution of a minority as a means 
of commanding the loyalty of their followers. Their 
methods insure their eventual downfall. 

If the cause of sobriety is to triumph, and it will, 
those who lead must use that weapon against which 
the forces of evil have no defetise. Jesus said, “This is 
my Commandment, That ye love one another, as I have 
loved you.” ;

SOMERS POINT STRIKES BACK 


Under twenty-one, would-be-big shots from the 
Philadelphia metropolitan area, apparently will have 
to avoid Somers Point this summer. 

Long hailed as an oasis by Ocean City beach 
bums, Somers Point taverns in the past have enjoyed 
a land office business catering to hundreds of college 
students during the vacation period. But the free and 
easy days are apparently at an end. 

Reports from the former teenage mecca indicate 
Municipal Court Judge Edwin Halfant is going to wage 
an all-out war against disorder and drinking in com- 
munity taprooms. After a recent court session during 
which he fined 18 persons including four girls a total 
of $1,510. the Judge announced, “We're going to get 


law and order.”

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Charges against those hailed into court included 
disorderly conduct, the use of fictitious identification 
cards, and resisting arrest. 

Helfant denounced the practice of falsifying draft 
cards, drivers’ licenses and other identification papers 
to indicate a minor is of legal age and eligible to pur- 
chase alcohol beverages. He added fines of not less than 
$100. would be imposed on all violators. 

Local tavern owners were also told they must stop 
drinking by minors. Uniformed officers, paid by the 
tavern owners, are to check all who appear under 21 
before permitting such to enter the saloons. 

Parents of many college students have long as- 
sumed that dry Ocean City was a good place for their 
youngsters to spend the summer. The kids, of course, 
never informed mother and dad how easy it was to get 
drinks across the bay. 

More power to Judge Helfant, Somers Point Mayor 
Chapman and his Police Chief Charles Gray, as they 
continue their clean up. Seaside Heights, Belmar and 
a few other resorts could well follow the same policy.

WHY DO TEENAGERS DRINK? 


There are dozens of answers as to why teenagers 
drink. Not all children respond in the same way to the 
same stimulus. But are the reasons for drinking the enly 
considerations? Of equal or perhaps greater importance 
are those reasons why some children do not drink. 

The Gilbert Youth Research Company in a syndi- 
cated article implied they have found the number one 
reason that has been the greatest influence in prompting 
young people to say, “No thank you.” 

Their report based on a nationwide survey during 
which 939 young people were questioned indicates the 
strongest deterent in refusing that first drink was the 
abstemious example on the part of the parents. 

The Gilbert report stated; “Where mother is a 
teetotaler, four out of five girls and three out of five 
boys said they don’t drink either. The same ratio of 
girls and three out of four boys said they won’t touch 
a drop if father doesn’t.” 

There was the father who confided, “I’m worried 
as to what may happen to my daughter when she drinks 
while away at college. In response to a direct question 
the father admitted he and his wife drink but that 
while they had sought to teach the girl to drink like a 
lady, they were not sure she would know when to stop 
when away from home. 

Another father spoke to the writer after an address 
before a Kiwanis Club. The man was concerned because 
his twelve year old son assumed it was permissible for 
him to drink at a party because “Dad always gives me 
a little whenever he drinks at home.” 

More effective than the school, the church or the 
influence of friends is the example of parents. 

Mothers and dads who may be concerned as to the 
attitude of their children toward drinking should re- 
member that what they do, not what they say, is the 
all important factor in influencing their progeny.

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NEW JERSEY LEGISLATORS ADJOURN TO 
RECONVENE IN SEPTEMBER 


The record of the Legislature at Trenton indicates 
considerable interest in a number of bills having to do 
with regulations affecting the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Bills given prompt consideration are those which 
if passed, it may be safely assumed, would be to the 
advantage of those engaged in the liquor traffic. In- 


cluded are: 


S$ 171 


introduced by Senators Cowgill and Du- 
mont. Prohibits as a disorderly person for 
a restaurant, dining room or similar es- 
tablishment not having a license or permit 
authorizing the sale of alcoholic beverages, 
to permit any person to consume any al- 
coholic beverage on the premises. 


This bill passed Senate and Assembly. 


introduced by Senators Dumont and Cow- 
gill. Changes the proportion of authorized 
plenary retail, or seasonal retail, consump- 
tion liquor licenses from 1 per 1,000 to 1 
per 2,000 population, and for plenary re- 
tail distribution licenses from 1 per 3,000 
to 1 per 5,000 population. F 
This bill passed Senate and Assembly. 


introduced by Senators Dumont and Cow- 
gill. Prohibits any person from hereafter 
acquiring, or acquiring a beneficial interest 
in, more than 2 retail liquor licenses, under 
penalty of fine between $50 and $250, 
and revocation of such license; not appli- 
cable to present holders or club licenses. 
This bill passed Senate, referred to Com- 
mittee in Assembly. 


introduced by Assemblyman Salsburg and 
Smith. Eliminates the prohibition against 
issuance of a retail alcoholic beverage li- 
cense to a person who has been twice con- 
victed in a court of criminal jurisdiction 
for violation of the Chapter 33 Revised 
Statutes. 

This bill passed Assembly and Senate. 


Bills that would tighten restrictions and aid in 
better enforcement have made little progress. Among 


such are: 


A 252 


introduced by Assemblyman Halpin. Pro- 
vides that a new alcoholic beverage retail 
consumption license issued to a hotel con- 
taining 50 bona fide sleeping rooms shall 
not be renewed or transferred unless the 
premises continues to be operated as a 
hotel containing at least 50 bona fide sleep- 
ing rooms. 

This bill passed Assembly March 14, no 


action in Senate.

introduced by Assemblyman Crabiel. Pro- 
vides that no sale of alcoholic beverages, 
under plenary consumption, or seasonal re- 
tail consumption licenses may be made be- 
tween 2 a.m. and 7 a.m. Eastern Standard 
or Daylight Saving Time, whichever is ap- 
plicable. 


No action on this bill. 


introduced by Assemblyman Hyland. Pro- 
vides that whenever a referendum shall 
have been held in any municipality regard- 
ing the sale of alcoholic beverages no 
further referendum shall be held to deter- 
mine the retail sales hours of alcoholic 
beverages sooner than 5 years after the 
first referendum. 


Reported 2nd reading April 4. 


introduced by Assemblyman Musto, Hauser, 
Kurtz and Mathews. Requires as a condi- 
tion of the operation of motor vehicle in 
the State, the giving of consent to the tak- 
ing of samples of breath or blood for the 
purpose of making chemical tests to deter- 
mine the amount of alcohol in the blood, 
where there is cause to believe that the 
person was operating a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquor. 
This bill was referred to Committee Janu- 
ary 25. No action.
